New York, March 4 (By A. P.).—Col. 
Thomas W. Miller was convicted today 
of conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment by a jury which failed to agree on 
a verdict on simflar charges against 
Harry M. Daugherty. 

The case against the former Attorney 
General was at once nolle prossed. 

Miller, the alien property custodian 
in President Harding’s administration, 
and prominent in organization of the 
American Legion, faces a sentence of 
two years in Atlanta penitentiary and 
$10,000 fine. 

The cleavage caused by the jury’s 
disagreement on Daugherty was com- 
pleted when United States Attorney 
Emery R. Buckner, who twice prosecut- 
ed the case, moved for quashing of 
the indictment and found Judge John 
C. Knox compliant. 

His voice, husky with emotion as he 
vainly tried to smile, Daugherty faced 
the court and said: 

“May it please the court, perhaps I 
am taking a liberty few men could 
take. I am the only Attorney General, 
I believe, except one, that has ever 
been tried for a felony. I am innocent 
of this charge. I am grateful to the 
court for its courteous consideration 
during the: performance of its duty, 
which was not easy. As far as Mr. 
Buckner is concerned, he has prose- 
cuted me most vigorously, but by 
reason of the motion he has made, I 
have no complaint to make against him 
or anybody else because I never claimed 
rights that every other American 
should not be granted. I thank you 
all for your personal consideration.”’ 

Brothers Leave Together. 

They were the first words Daugherty 
had uttered aloud in the courtroom 
during the two trials. Neither de- 
fendant took the stand in either trial, 
and at the second trial Miller did not 
Offer a defense, claiming the govern- 
ment had not proved its case. 

Mal 8. Daugherty, Washington 
Courthouse, Ohio, banker, grasped his 
brother’s hand and the two left the 
courtroom. In another room, a few 
moments later, Harry Daugherty broke 
into tears. He was comforted by 
friends. He said he would return to 
Columbus and take up his law prac- 
tice as soon as he recovered from the 
strain of the trial. 

Miller, seated near his wife, heard 
the verdict without flinching. Mrs. 
Miller did not reveal her emotions. 
Miller’s bail of $5,000 was continued 
pending appeal. Motions for a new 
trial will be made next Tuesday.

Chicago, March 4 (By A. P.).—Plans 
have been made to take the ashes of 
Charles E. Ruthenberg, leader of Amer- 
ican communists, who died Wednes- 
day, to Moscow for a final resting place 
beneath the walls of the Kremlin, with 
the remains of those who had promi- 
nent places in the Russian revolution.

WAVES BREAK UP CRAFT 


New York, March 4 (By A. P.).—The 
entire crew of 40 men of the Spanish 
steamer Cabo Hatteras, reported afire 
130 miles off New York, was picked up 
by the Spanisk steamer Cabo Torres, 
Garcia & Diaz, New York agents of 
the ships, announced tonight. 

Four ships announced that they were 
steaming to the aid of the burning 
vessel after her wireless call of distress 
was received here. 

While they were speeding to the 
scene a message came from the Cabo 
Torres that a lifeboat containing thir- 
teen members of the crew had been 
picked up. Until this message came 
through it was not known that the 
Cabo Torres, which left New York yes- 
terday had gone to the aid of the Cabo 
Hatteras. 

A later message to the agents said 
the entire crew had been rescued. 

Four steamers reported they were on 
their way to assist. The American 
steamer Independence Hall, wh'ch left 
today for Havre, reported that it was 
40 miles down from the Cabo Hatteras. 
The Japanese steamer Washington 
Maru turned toward the burning 
steamer from a distance of 70 miles. 
The United States liner President 
Roosevelt started to the rescue al- 
though it was 10, hours steaming time 
away. And the British steamer Win- 
ifredian did the same from a distance 
of six hours. 

The Cabo Hatteras, a vessel of 6,100 
tons, is loaded with a general cargo. 

The vessel carried a crew of 40 men. 
The calls for help stopped suddenly 
after 20 minutes. They had reported 
the ship’s position as approximately 
130 miles from shore. 

The Cabo Hatteras was formerly the 
Spanish steamer Jose Taya. She is 355

MYSTERY SHROUDS 
QUIGIDE OF YOUTE 
IN CENTRAL HIGH 


Parents, Declaring There 
Was No Motive for Act, 
Suggest Accident. 


FIRST CASE OF KIND 
IN CAPITAL SCHOOLS 


Willett Sixteenth Student in 
Country to Die by Own 
Hand This Year. 


Washington yesterday made its con- 
tribution to the nation-wide epidemic 
of schoolboy suicides, when Herbert 
Willett, 16-year-old Central High school 
junior, shot himself through the right 
temple shortly after entering the school, 
in what is thought to have been a 
gesture of bravado, executed on a mo- 
ment’s impulse. 

Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt’s verdict of 
suicide, issued last night, followed re- 
peated statements from the boy’s par- 
ents and officials of the school, that 
an unfortunate accident, arising from 
a playful jest,-caused the death. Not 
even a vague motive for suicide could 
be given by his mother, Mrs. Mabel H. 
Willett, teacher of English at the 
school, who was cpening a class in a 


‘nearby room, when the shot was fired. 


According to the sole witness, Dor- 
rance Kelly, of the Cordova apartments, 
a friend of young, Willett, the shot was 
fired when the two parted for their 
first classes, in the northeast corner, 
third floor, of the building. 


“Going to Hell,” Boy Says. 


“Which way are you going, Herb?” 
Kelly is said to have asked, as Willett 
left him. “I’m going to hell,” he said 
the latter replied. Drawing from his 
pocket a rusty 32 caliber revolver, con- 
taining but one cartridge, Willett fired. 
Kelly, who had turned to drink from 
a fountain, did not see the shooting, 
he said. 

Kelly and Robert Louis, of 2415 
Twentieth street northwest,’ tried to 
help him, and the three were quickly 
surrounded by a throng of curious 
students. On arrival of Alvin W. Miller, 
principal of the school, Louis was dis- 
patched for a doctor. Dr. Prancis X. 
McCovern, of Garfield hospital, re- 
sponded and pronounced Willett dead. 

The boy’s father is Allan H. Willett, 
director of the bureau of coal economics 
of the National Coal association, with 
offices in the Southern building. Hurd 
Willett, a brother, is a student at 
George Washington university, and the 
outstanding member of that school’s 
track squad. The Willetts live at 2910 
street northwest, Chevy 
Chase. 

First Suicide in Local Schools. 


Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Stephen E. Kramer said last night the 
suicide was the first of ite kind in the 
history of the Washington school sys- 
tem. All classes were dismissed at 
Central by 11:30 o'clock, but will be 
resumed as usual Monday, morning. 

Hurd Willett said yesterday that the 
revolver was his, and had been kept at 
the house for several years. His brother 
had taken it without permission on 
previous ocasions, he said, and had 
been severely reprimanded each time. 
He recalled one occasion when the 
younger Willett had taken from his 
room an entire package of cartridges,

A mother and her two young daugh- 
ters were brutally beaten in their home 
just outside Alexandria yesterday, and 
feeling ran so high last night that 
Alexandria police decided to spirit the 
alleged assailant out of the city. 

Mrs. George Ridgeway and her daugh- 
ters, 5-year-old Kathleen and 7-year-old 
Elizabeth, were in a critical condition 
in the Alexandria hospital last night. 
Each had been struck over the head 
and physicians were afraid Kathleen 
would not survive the night. 

Louis Boersig, 44 years old, of 1315 
Princess street, Alexandria, whose name 
was given police by Mrs, Ridgeway, was 
arrested at his home and charged with 
“felonious assault.” Last night the 
police spirited him out of the Alexan- 
dria jail and transferred him to a fail, 
the location of which was not made 
public. 

Alexandria police last night said they 
could ascribe no motive for the attack. 
The Ridgeway house had been ran- 
sacked, but so far as the police could 
ascertain there was nothing in it of any 
great value. Therefore, they found it 
hard to believe that robbery could have 
been the motive. 


Fellow Workers Furious. 


The Ridgeway home is in Fairfax 
county, near the Pullman store, about 
three miles south of Alexandria. Just 
before noon yesterday, Mrs. Ridgeway 
told police Boersig came to the house 
and told her that her husband would 
be home in a short while. 

George Ridgeway, the husband is em- 
ployed by the Fruit Growers Express 
at Alexandria. He did not hear of the 


attack until about 5 o'clock. 


son it was decided to move Boersig. 
Police were unable to obtain a very 
clear account of the attack from Mrs. 
Ridgeway. They did gather that the 
attack took place about 12:30 o’clock. 
‘About three and a half hours later, 
Lawrence Pullman, 14 years old, a 
neighbor, happened to visit the Ridge- 
way house. He found Mrs. Ridgeway 
sitting in a chair laughing hysterically. 
In her arms was her youngest child, 
which still is in the nursing age. Blood 
was streaming from Mrs. Ridgeway’s 
head and dripping on the baby. In the 
kitchen the boy found Kathleen and 
Elizabeth lying in a pool of blood. 


Tells Boy to Call Mother. 


Mrs. Ridgeway told the boy to call 
his mother. He did and later sum- 
moned County Officer Haywood Dur- 
rer. Durrer in turn called Frank Bal- 
linger, who took the mother and her 
daughters to the Alexandria hospital. 

Meanwhile word had been sent to 
Alexandria police headquarters of the 
attack, and State Officer Virgil Williams 
and Policeman Louis Bargamin set out 
to investigate. When Mrs. Ridgeway 
named Boersig they went to his home 
and arrested him. This was at 5 o’clock. 

Boersig, according to the officers, had 
no blood on his clothes, nor was there 
any evidence of blood in his room. It 
seemed, the officers said, that he just 
had changed into fresh clothes. 

Boersig was taken to the hospital 
and there, according to the police, Mrs. 
Ridgeway positively identified him as 
her assailant. 

It was reported in Alexandria that 
the assailant of the mother and her 
daughters was a “drunken maniac,” but 
doctors at the hospital said Boersig. 
showed no evidences of drunkenness.

The Sixty-ninth Congress—filibus- 
ters, unfinished legislation, political 
bickerings and all—stacked arms at 
noon yesterday. 

There will be no resumption of hos- 
tilities until next December. The Presi- 
dent, it was announced at the White 
House, sees no necessity for calling an 
extra session despite the failure of the 
second deficiency bill. 

Governmental red tape will be cut, 
undoubtedly to take care of the press- 
ing needs of veterans and veterans’ 
widows whose appropriations wero in- 
cluded in the measure over ‘which the 
last battle was waged. 

The Senate on its death bed changed 
the will which the nation at large 
thought it had drawn naming the filt- 
buster and the Reed ‘‘slush fund” reso- 
lution, designed to extend the life and 
powers of that committee, as the in- 
heritors of the public spotlight. 

Although the struggle between the 
supporters of Senator James A. Reed, 
of Missouri, and the Republican ol 
guard, which was led by Senator Da 
A. Reed, of Pennsylvania, and Sen 
George H. Moses, of New Hampshire} 
focused the attention of the public on 
the upper branch of Congress for the 
last 48 hours of its life, in its big 
climax other actors had the center of 
the stage. 

There undoubtedly was more drama 
in the final 314 hours of what cer- 
tainly was not a deliberative session 
than in all that had gone before. The 
fact that finis had been written across 
the Reed resolution just as the day 
began did not serve to end the sus- 
pense and interest. 


Dawes Rings Down Curtain. 


The fate of measures which involved 
the fortunes of millions and reached 
into every State of the Union still 
were at stake.

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As House Says Farewell 


Navy Band Plays Stirring 


Tunes and Opera Soprano 


Hushes Huge Audience— Longworth Praises 
Members—Merriment at Senate Messages. 


The conflicting ambitions of men, 


435 of them, were cast aside tempora- 
rily yesterday, and the House, in de- 
cided contrast to the embattled foes 
at the other end of the Capitol corri- 
dor, adjourned in an outburst’of song 
and play, with expressions of good will 
for all and enmity toward none. 

There was some scattering rifle fire 
until a few minutes of the final gavel 
fall, but the big guns had ceased to 
bark hours before, and the end at 
12:07 p. m. found Speaker Longworth 
seated triumphantly on his dais with 
Mrs. Alice Longworth, and the Assis- 
tant Secretary of War and Mrs. Dwight 
F. Davis at his side and the Navy band 
was playing “The Stars and Stripes 
Forever.” . 

A few minutes before noon, Repre- 
sentative Luce, of Massachusetts, said 
the Democrats had been responsible 
for the world war veterans not getting 
their full due, and Representative 
Connery, of Massachusetts, insisted 
that it was the Republicans’ fault. But 
this was the only sniping along the 
front, and the partisan ranks, solidly 
arrayed on their respective sides of the 
chamber, were too wearied of the 
struggle, to take it up. 

There were swan songs by Senator- 


men by July 1, unless the judge advo- 
cate general finds legal basis for keep- 
ing the men now contractually enlisted.

Five hundred thousand pensioners of 
the nation’s wars will have to do with- 
out their pensions for the months of 
May and June becguse $39,000,000 
needed to pay them was carried in the 
deficiency bill, Secretary Work of the 
Interior Department said. The ac- 
crued payments will be made in July 
after the appropriation for the next 
year becomes available, the next Con- 
gress being relied on to make up the 
amount later. 

Officials of the District board of pub- 
lic welfare were dismayed by the death 
of the bill. It carried $40,000 to pay 
for the board ‘and care of its child 
wards, who number nearly 1,800. There 
will be no money to pay for their board 
for the next four months and the wel- 
fare board will try to persuade those 
caring for the children to wait until 
next year for their money. 


Teachers Lose Annuities. 


The bill carried $25,000 for teachers’ 
annuities, $135,000 for the police and 
fire department retirement fund, and 
$4,000 for compensation of injured Dis- 
trict employes and the widows and or- 
phans of those killed in the course of 
their work. Officials will have to find 
a way to gat out of another appropria- 
tion measure, the $250,000 lost in the 
deficiency bill, to provide for the care 
of patients in St. Elizabeths hospital. 

Judges of the District Supreme court 
and the Court of Appeals will not re- 
ceive the increases in salaries they are 
supposed to get until July 1, the be- 
ginning of the next fiscal year. The 
measure also carried $27,000 needed to 
pay jurors in the police, municipal and 
supreme courts. Appropriations of 
$2,500 for maintenance of prisoners in 
the jail and $13,000 for maintenance 
at the workhouse at Occoquan, Va., also 
were lost. So, too, was the appropria- 
tion of $350,000 for building a nurses’ 
home at Columbia hospital. Numerous 
other items for schools, streets, reser- 
voirs and other works were lost.

And nearer the end, a tribute was paid. 
to Speaker Longworth which undoubt- 
edly will give warmth to his soul for 
& long time. 


He relinquished the chair for the 
nonce in-favor of ‘Representative Pou, 
of North Carolina, the ranking Demo- 
cratic member of the House, who in 
turn recognized the minority leader, 
Representative Garrett, of Tennessee. 


Mr. Garrett moved that the “thanks” 
of the House be extended to the Speaker 
for his fairness and the manner in 
which he had administered it. 


“As a great man in a great place he 
has done great things in a great way,” 
the minority leader said simply. Then 
when the ovation of the membership, 
as mixed a gathering as there are ele- 
ments making up this natiori’s citizenry, 
had died down, Mr. Longworth was 
forced to speak. 


“A man‘can have either the best 
time or the worst time as Speaker of 
the House of Representatives,” he said 
with difficulty. “I have had the best 
time.” There was the suggestion of a 
slap at the Senate when he said: 


“This body has demonstrated that a 
majority always can carry out the will 
of the majority and that at no time 
can a minority thwart it.” 


Mr. Tincher, too, was optimistic over 
the rising prestige of the lower house. 


“Unless things change,” he said, “the 
American people will be fully justified 
in their belief that the House of Repre- 
sentatives is their Ohly hope.” 


The closing scenes were strangely 
unlike the wonted deliberations of the 
House. Friendliness and light-hearted- 
ness and levity had made inroads in the 
surcharged atmosphere long before the 
hour of quitting arrived, and then 
when the gavel fell, the Navy band 
came in and music was lifted to the 
high ceiling as if in process of scouring 
the recesses of all lurking mean words, 
of the epithets, of the ili-tempered 
manifestations of men in debate.

Representative 
Woodrum, of Virginia, took to the 
table as master of ceremonies. He 
sang “Mother Machree”’ and “The End 
of a Perfect Day,” accompanied by Mrs. 
Carl Chindblom, wife of the represent- 
ative from Illinois, at a piano which 
had been brought in. 

Then the House and the galleries 
fdined’ in singing, “Hail, Hail, the 
Gang’s All Here,” “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” and anything that came to 
Mr. Woodrum’s mind. They sang Gov.

They sang what was later de- 
scribed as the “Iowa Corn Song,” led 
by Chairman Green. And they threw 
the Southern members and an old man 
in the gallery into ecstasies when they 
struck up the stirring strains of 
“Dixie.” Representative Connery, who 
is a minstrel when he is not legislat- 
ing, regaled the crowd with his ver- 
sion of “Madelon” and “The Wearin’ 
o’ the Green.” 

Before it was all over, “Frenchie,” 
the barber, was brought in to give one 
of those old crooning melodies, ‘a rhyth- 
mic yearning from somewhere/far-away. 
The press gallery was called tipon for a 
song and it responded with about the 
only thing it knows, “How Dry I Am.”

MESSAGE TO CALLES 
REMAINS 'A MYSTERY 
Report of Tellez Recall Un- 
founded, Grew Says; Kellogg 
Lauded by President. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
Coincident with widespread specu- 
lation concerning the latest corre- 
spondence between the State Depart- 
ment here and the Mexican govern- 
ment regarding the mysterious de- 


parture of Senor Don Manuel C. Tellez, 
the Mexican Ambassador, President 
Coolidge made it known yesterday that 
the basic question of confiscation of 
American property by Mexico remained 
the crux of the situation. 

Incidental and collateral questions 
which have cropped up are to be re- 
garded as the outgrowths of the main 
issue, the White House spokesman ex- 
plained. If the fundamental question 
is adjusted, he added, the other ques- 
tions will adjust themselves. _ 

Mr. Coolidge made his position 
known through his spokésman in re- 
sponse to many inquiries as to the sig- 
nificance of latest exchanges between 
the two governments, accompanied as 
they appear to be by the unusual 
movements of the Mexican Ambassa- 
dor. 

Grew Sees Coolidge. 


Joseph C. Grew, Undersecretary of 
State, conferred briefly with-the Presi- 
dent prior to the White House an- 
nouncement. Mr. Grew is understood 


to be particularly desirous that noth- 
ing definite be stated at this time rela- 
tive to the latest American communl- 
cations to Mexico City. But the White 
House statement clearly indicated that 
Mr. Coolidge regards these as. merely 
incidental to the big question of 
whether or not Mexico will insist upon 
carrying out her confiscation policy 
against American properties. 

Apparently the question of arbitrat- 
ing the Calles confiscation policy is 
making no headway, despite the Senate 
resolution advocating this course and 
despite the fact that the United States 
government is taking up with Mexico 
the question of extending the life of 
the mixed-claims commission, which 
went into effect September 8, 1923, and 
expires next August unless action by 
the two governments is taken. 


Tellez Under Investigation. 


Though officials here do not wish to 
comment at this time on the activities 
of Ambassador Tellez or Mexican Consul 
General Arturo Elias, at New York, who 
is a half brother to President Calles, 
it is known that these activities have 
been the subject of government inves- 
tigation for some time. The State De- 
partment has permitted much leeway 
to the Mexican officials, but flagrant 
violations of the principle of diplomatic 
intercourse can not be permitted. 

In other words, Mexican. officials can 
not expect the United States govern- 
ment to permit without protest an or- 
ganized campaign of antiadministra- 
tion propaganda financed with mys- 
fterious funds and directly attacking, 
among others, the American Secretary 
of State. : 

Undersecretary Grew made the fol- 
lowing brief statement yesterday: 

“The report that the Mexican Am- 
bassador’s recall has been demanded by 
the United States is without founda- 
tion and this government has no in- 
formation concerning the purpose of 
the Ambassador’s visit to Mexico City.” 

In the absence of Ambassador Tellez, 
who is en route for San Antonio, the 
Mexican embassy issued this statement: 

“On February 25 Ambassador Man- 
uel C. Tellez left Washington on a 
leave of absence because certain fam- 
ily matters required his personal and 
urgent attention in Mexico City. On 
his way information reached him to 
the effect that his brother's health 
had improved, which moved him to 
return to Washington, whence, how- 
ever, he had to start again yesterday 
for Mexico because the circumstances 
that prompted him to desist of his 
trip had disappeared.” 

There is no foundation for any 
rumor that Secretary Kellogg may re- 
sign, the White House spokesman said. 
Mr. Kellogg has had an unusually 
heavy load to carry, the spokesman 
added, and has gone South for a va- 
cation of ten days ‘or two weeks, after 
which he will return and resume his 
duties.

NAVY “LOSSES HEAVY 


IN HIGHT FOR CANAL 


Attacking Fleet, However, 
Smothers Defense Planes. 
in Air Assault. 


SUBMARINE AT 


LOCKS 


Panama, Canal Zone, Mar. 4 (By A. 
P.).—A “battle” is on between the 
United States forces. defending the 
Panama canal and the “attacking” 
fleet. It is estimated that the “losses” 


suffered by the attacking fleet in yes- 
terday’s war game amounted to one 
battleship, one light cruiser, a mine 
sweeper and a submarine. The air- 
plane tender Langley also was “bom- 
barded,” but the result is not Known. 

The attacking fleet approached the 
Pacific entrance to the canal and 
launched a major attack against the 
land defenses. When, at about 4:30 
a. m., the defense seaplanes which as- 
cended at Cape Mala ‘observed the 
“enemy” fleet approaching, all lights 
in the harbor were put out, but the 
enemy was still beyond range of the 
defenders’ big guns. Immediately the 
approach of the warships was signaled 
to Brook Field and Balboa, from which 
places a fleet of defense planes took off. 

In the meantime, the cruiser Omaha, 
of the attacking fleet, landed 300 men 
at Taboga isle, and after a machine- 
gun fight, the men captured the obser- 
vation post, seriously handicapping the 
accuracy of the fortifications’ fire. The 
fleet then advanced behind a smoke 
screen. . Alrplanes were launched from 
the battleships and the airplane tender 
Langley. 

Not being checked by the defense 
planes, which were outnumbered, the 
invading aircraft approached and be- 
gan a bombardment, the land forces 
answering. Two submarines sneaked 
through the mine flelds at the canal 
entrance, one of them being sunk by 
the defense forces’ fire; the other 
reached the Miraflores locks. 

There were spectacular “fights” over 
Balboa and bombarding of the airdrome 
and Miraflores locks.

Manufactured Articles Face 
Higher Rates.

| Paris, March 4 (By A. P.).—American ' 
| motor cars, machine tools, typewriters 
‘and frozen or canned meats are hard 
hit under the proposed terms of the 
new French tariff bill which was intro- 
us in parliament some time ago, 
but Which has just been made public. 

Experts estimate the average increase 
of the duty on manufactured articles 

at 20 per cent, although they admit 
this figure is only approximate. There 
are sO many complicated qualifications 
it is impossible to arrive at exact 
figures. 

The ad valorem duty on motor ¢ars 
remains at 45 per cent under the new 
bill, but it is provided that in case the 
specific duty scale yields more, the spe- 
cific duty will be applied. The specific 
duty ranges from 825 to 1,650 .francs 
per hundredweight. At this rate the 
cheapest American car when sold in 
France would pay a duty of about 3,000 
francs. 

Typewriter Duty Up. 

The duty on typewriters is increased 
about 150 per cent, amounting under 
the new scale to about 250 francs per 
machine. 

Raw. materials will remain exempt 
except in cases where the French gov-. 
ernment may find it necessary to take 
reprisal against countries which dis- 
criminate against French manufactured 
products. 

American trade with France will not 
be affected greatly as a whole by the 
provisions of the draft of the bill, 
since cotton, wheat, petroleum prod- 
ucts and copper, which make up a 
large part of the American exports to 
France, are exempt. 

It is explained in official circles that 
the main object of the bill is to elim- 
inate the irregularities ang inconsis- 
tencies that have crept into France’s 
tariffs through a long series of amend- 
ments, decrees and exemptions dating 
from prewar years, which were issued 
to obtain additional révenue to develop 
trade with the French colonies, thus 
favor the French trade balance and 
make transfers of balances abroad 
easier. 

Basis for Treaties. 


An additional reason, and probably 
not the least important, is that the 
raising of the minimum duties will af- 
ford a good trading basis for France 
in negotiating commercial treaties. 
The recent negotiations with Germany 
for a new commercial accord are un- 
derstood to have inspired the experts 
who drew up the new list of schedules. 
Germany demanded “most favored na- 
tion” treatment, and the French con- 
sidered their minimum tariffs too low 
to make this a good bargain for France. 

The increases provided for by the 
new bill are not general. The duties 
on many articles, including unbleached, 
washed and dyed cotton, crude petro- 
leum and aluminum, would be re- 
duced if the proposed law were passed. 
Cereals -and sugars would: be un- 
changed.

The physician declared 
they were drunk and he told them to 
leave. They became more insistent, 
however, and hammered on the door 
and cursed him, Dr. Reavis added, 
whereupon he secured a shotgun and 
fired... The -noise ceased and he re- 
turned to bed, but later got up at the 
insistence of his wife and called Sher- 
iff E. J. Coffey. 

E.. H. Ragland and William Parish 
arrived at the Reavis home soon after- 
ward and found the body of Lacey, who 
was Ragland’s brother in law.

“Herbert couldn’t have shot himself 
“He just wasn't 
constructed that way. He was of a 
happy temperament.” 

Mrs. Willett expressed the same 
opinion. It was her belief that her 
son either did not know the weapon 
was loaded, or was convinced it would 
not fire. She pointed out that the 
revolver was*an old one and its 
mechanism not to be relied upon. She 
said that Herbert was fond of firearms, 
thoroughly familiar with the gun in 
question, and had intended to enter a 
rifle match next week. 

Mrs. Willett heard the shot which 
ended the life of her son. When in- 
formed of the tragedy a few minutes 
later she became hysterical. “It must 
have been an accident,” she cried over 
and over again. 

According to his mother, Herbert had 
eaten a hearty breakfast yesterday, and 
seemed*in unusually good spirits. She 
had accompanied him to school, and 
would have noticed had he appeared 
worried, she said. Nor had there been 
an unpleasantness of any kind in the 
family, she added. He had asked at the 
breakfast table if he might bring ice 
cream home for dinner, and had been 
told that he could. She told news- 


paper men ske had given him permis- 
sion to take the weapon to school, to 
practice for ‘the forthcoming match, 
after hours. 

The older brother said that Herbert 
was not athletically inclined, and out- 
side of bowling followed no sports with 


interest. Last year, however, he was ‘al 


member of company G of the Central 
High school cadets, which carried off 
the second highest honors in the an- 
nual competitive drill, at American 
league park. Young Willett was not in- 
terested in girls, friends said. 

Both Assistant Superintendent 
Kramer end Principal Miller expressed 
the opinion that, rather than suicide, 
the shooting may have been an acci- 
dent, an outgrowth of a prank played 
in a spirit of braggadocio. Friends and 
pupils in the school could ascribe no 
motive for suicide. Dr. Nevitt himself 
admitted he had found no motive, but 
believed that under she circumstances 
no verdict other than suicide could be 
returned. 

Dr. Nevitt’s certificate was given 
after an examination of the body by 
Dr. Herbert E. Martyn, ussistant cor- 
oner at the District morgue. It was 
contended by the coraner’s office that. 
the mechanism of the gun was such 
that Willett had to bring its hammer 
backward with his thumb, before re- 
leasing the trigger that exploded the 
cartridge.

Former Morse Associate 
Given Year and Day in

dent of Mystic, Conn., was found guilty 
today of consipiring to bring liquor into 
the United States. He.was sentenced 
to a year and a day in Atlanta peni- 
tentiary. Of the five other defendants 
in the trial the jury disagreed as to 


Robert Stickney and returned a verdict 
of not guilty as to Harry Avrutus, Ern- 
est Candage, Vincent Marra and Joseph 
Milstein. 

The defendants were charged with 
transshipping hundreds of drums of 
alcohol which had been shipped from 
New York for supposed delivery in 
Cadiz, Spain, to other boats off New- 
port, R. 1., for landing on American 
soil. It was also charged that 2,000 
cases Of whisky were landed from the 
steamer Karona, operated by Gilbert 
and his alleged conspirators. 

Gilbert testified yesterday that the 
alcohol drums had been landed at New- 
port wken it was found their contents 
had mysteriously changed from aicohol 
to salt water. Gilbert was originally 
named in the indictment which 
charged Charles W. Morse and others 
with using the mails to defraud in sell- 
ing steamship stock, but his name was 
dropped. He was indicted in 1921 on 
charges that he had stolen leather 
valued at $25,000 from the Ayer Tan- 
ning Co., of Boston.

They will go 
over “without prejudice’ to the next 
session.

Reed Makes Offer. 


There somehow was more human 
sincerity in what was done as the hour 
of 12 approached, although the con- 
flict was not lessened. Forces which 
had battled for political advantage up 
to that time, saying for the record 
words that were forgotten and were 
not in the balance off the floor, sought 
earnestly to perfect at least the under- 
standing of the night that the second 
deficiency bill would pass. — 

Senator Reed, of issouri, offered 
unanimous consent agreements for its 
passage that as finally whittled down 
could be said by no one to contain 
the hint of trickery. 

The forces which the previous battle 
had set in motion could not, however, 
be so easily stilled and time was too 
short to construct those dovetailed 
structures which by compromise here 
and there lead to political and legis- 
lative harmony. 

As far as the record shows all but 
four senators, Burton K. Wheeler, of 
Montana; Samuel M. Shortride, of Cal- 
ifornia, and Senator Walsh, of Mas- 
sachusetts, wanted an opportunity to 
vote on the deficiency bill, but lacking 
unanimity the Senate could not act. 

It could only remain in that ‘state 
of legislative stagnation in’ which it 
had been 60 long, get through a few 
conference reports, clear the name of 
Arthur R. Gould, of Maine, of the ac- 
eusation that he was not fit to be a 
senator, receive the report of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections that 
the credentials of William 8S. Vare, of 
Pennsylvania, and Frank L. Smith, of 
Illinois, were in due legal form and ap- 
prove a resolution for an investigation 
of the charge that a bank lobby had 
been at work against the Pepnper- 
McFadden bill. ; 


Settles Back to Wait. 


Then conscious apparently of its own 
futility the Senate settled back to wait 
for the hour of 12 o’clock and to listen 
to final political outbursts and 
harangues from Senator Pat Harrison, 
of Mississippi, and Senator M. M. 
Neely, of West Virginia. 

The period came from the Vice Presi- 
dent, through his few terse remarks 
and from his gavel. He had shown 
throughout the filibuster that his con- 
victions were with those who sought 
to break the deadlock. Once yesterday 
he almost succeeded in getting the de- 
ficiency bill through singlehanded. He 
had, in fact, registered the approval of 
the Senate when loud and almost uni- 
versal remonstrances caused him to 
rescind thet action and place it back 
on the calendar. 

He spoke, therefore, with much more 


} heat than he usually employs when he 


cut Senator Harrison short at*the end 
of a sentence just before the time of 
adjournment. 

“It is customary,” he said, “for the 
Vice President at the beginning and 
ending of the Congress to address the 
Senate upon an appropriate subject. 
Comments the chair has to make on 
this occasion will be very brief. 

“The chair regards the present legis- 
lative situation as primarily due to de- 
fective rules of the Senate, under which 
& minority can prevent a majority from 
exercising their constitutional right. of 
bringing measures to a vote. 

“It is the only great parliamentary 
body in the world where such a situa- 
tion exists. On this closing day of the 
Sixty-ninth Congress the chair com- 
mends to the Senate the remarks upon 
the Senate rules which he made the 
first day of the first session.” 


Tattered Look Lost. 


The Senate chamber and its occu- 
pants had lost the tattered and torn 
look of previous days when the delib- 
erations began at 8:30 o’clock. As soon 
as a quorum had been established Sen- 
ator Joseph T. Robinson, of Arkansas, 
asked for unanimous consent for the 
8 gage sama of the second deficiency 


“And that immediately thereafter,” 
interrupted Senator Reed, of Missouri,

“I object,” said Senator Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, for the resolution of 
which the Missourian spoke by num- 
ber was the root cause of the filibuster, 
the “slush fund” inquiry.

Anxious members got before the Sen- 
ate a few minor conference reports, 
which the Vice President ruled privi- 
leged, and obtained their passage. 

Then Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
moved to take up the President’s veto 
of the farm bill, and within 10 min- 
utes there was a parliamentary tangle 
placing six motions ahead of the Reed 
resolution, still the Senate’s unfinished 
business, and by the same token in ex- 


actly similar status even now. There | 
was a motion to table the Reed mo-! 


tion, a point of order on the baling 
motion, an adverse ruling from the 
chair on the point of order, an appeal 
from the chair’s decision, and a motion 
to table that appeal. 

The Senate voted on the final ques- 
tion, and, by 31 to 30, refused to table 
and then indulged in a verbal encoun- 
ter over the farm question in which 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas; Sena- 
tor Reed, of Pennsylvania; Senator Mc- 
Master and Senator Caraway took part. 
The latter offered to propose an in- 
vestigation of Arkansas’ electoral con- 
ditions and make his Pennsylvania col- 
league a committee of one to conduct 
the inquiry. 


Proposes Unanimous Consent. 


Finally some of the parliamentary 
mattresses that covered the veto mes- 
sage and Reed resolution were removed 
by their authors, but before vote could 
be had on the presidential disapproval 
Senator Reed, of Missouri, proposed a 
unanimous consent that a vote be had 
on the second deficiency bill. 


appropriations next, I am going to ob- 
ject. I object to this and every other 
measure. I don’t pro to be lashed 
by Pennsylvania and New Hampshire. I 
intend to see whether this is to be a 
legislative body.” 

The Vice President could not resist 
this opportunity. 

“The chair fully agrees with the sen- 
ator’s views,” he said. . 

“I am glad that the chair is with 
me,” replied Senator Walsh. 

The Massachusetts senator was 
forced once more to state his position, 
for as the time of the Senate drew to 
a close Senator Warren said: 

“I didn’t believe the Senate had ar- 
rived at that state of degeneration 
where it would, in effect, rob the per- 
sons who are included in this bill.” 

A moment or so later Senator Walsh, 
of Massachusetts, got the floor. Before 
he could start speaking Senator War- 
ren came over and seized him in ap- 
parent supplication. 

“I will not say privately to the sena- 
tor,” said Senator Walsh with some 
heat, “what I will not say publicly,” 
and turned away from the older man. 

“The issue here,” Senator Walsh con- 
tinued, “has been where is cowardice 
and where is courage and nerve. Sena- 
tor Reed and Senator Moses had the 
courage and nerve to carry this filibus- 
ter to the end or to the point where 
two-thirds of this body would be wif- 
ing to run into their holes and yield 
in order to pass appropriation bills. 
This is political blackmail. We are try- 
ing out an issue here that will not end 
at 12 o’clock. The question is whether 
this body can come to a vote. I for 
one don’t intend to be blackjacked and 
then abandon all principles for a little 
money.” 


Ernst Makes Final Bow. 


There were interludes between these 
attacks of Senator Walsh. One came 
when Senator Richard P. Ernst per- 
formed his last official act and pre- 
sented the credentials of Vare and 
Smith as in due form without recom- 
mendation and the chair ruled that 
they had been “received” At the same 
time he offered the report clearing 
Senator Gould. 

Senator Caraway assured the Senate 
the committee had not passed in any 
way on the right of the two men to 
their*seats. ~ 

Senator Glass at one point offered a 
consent agreement to vote on the de- 
ficiency bill and the public buildings 
bill in the space of half an hour, but 
could not get it through. 

Senator M. M. Neely, plentifully in- 
terrupted by conference reports and 
messages from the House, delivered a 
speech assailing the reply he had re- 
ceived from the President to a request 
for statistics dealing with the immli- 
gration law. 


Senator Harrison all but closed the |: 


session with one of his political phil- 
lipics in which he dealt caustically 
with charges of Republican corruption 
in Pennsylvania and pinked Senator 
Lawrence D. Phipps, of Colorado, sev- 
eral times. The Colorado senator 
sought to interrupt once or twice. 

“It is no secret what we are after,” 
said Senator Harrison after one of 
these attempted interruptions, “There 
are those who may well twist and 
squirm in their seats and bring their 
influence to bear to block this investi- 
gation. We may have him on the run. 
We may investigate his State.” 

“You are welcome to,” said Senator 
Phipps. 

Clash Over Inquiry. 


“If the senator will include Colorado 
in the investigation,’’ taunted Senator 
Harrison, “and let the resolution pass, 
we will get through all our business 
here in a hurry.” 

“Will the senator include Tennessee?” 
countered Senator Phipps. 

“I move that my resolution be modi- 
fied,” interrupted Senator Reed. of Mis- 
souri, “to cover Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
Colorado and Tennessee and ask unan- 
imous consent that it be voted on at 
once.” 

“If the senator will include Alabama 
and Mississippi and transfer the in- 
vestigation to the committee on privi- 
leges and elections, he can get a vote,” 
said Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
with which laughs from the Democratic 
side broke up this skirmish, and objec- 
tion by Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
to the Missourian’s motion killed the 
proposal. 

Senator Harrison spoke for the last 
half hour of the session. He refused in 
virtually all instances to yield, heedless 
of the objections and pleadings of other 
senators. 

The galleries and the floor roared at 
one of these when Senator Shortridge 
with all solemnity said at 11:30 o’clock: 

“Let us forget politics.” 

The fall of the final gavel, however, 
made the Senate appear once more to 
be the club that it has often been 
compared to. Members shook hands 
and bade each other farewell until the 
time of their next meeting.

FEDERAL BUILDINGS. 

While'a feeling of disappointment over the 
failure of Congress to provide for the ac- 
quisition of the “‘Mall triangle’ is keen among 
the citizens who hoped to see a start made this 
year toward the beautification of that area, 
the fact remains that funds are available for 
work on some of the buildings included in the 
larger plan. a 

All the property between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, Pennsylvania avenue and 
the Monument grounds was purchased by the 
United States several years ago, and in the 
deficiency bill which was approved last July 
funds were provided with which the super- 
vising architect can proceed with some of the 
buildings authorized. But the general pub- 
lic building bill, which failed on account of 
the filibuster in the Senate yesterday, carried 
$2,275,000 for building in Washington as well 
as an increase in the limit of cost for the Com- 
merce Department building from $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000. The result of that failure is 
that nothing whatever can be done before next 
year toward the construction of this much- 
needed building. 

The supervising architect must now outline 
his program of work for the current year. Con- 
ferences will be held among the technical of- 
ficers of the architect’s office and the officials 
of the Treasury who have direct supervision of 
the work of the architects and engineers to 
evolve a program, necessarily a revision of that 
which had been planned upon the assumption 
that the building bill, which everybody wanted, 
would have been enacted. ; 

Until that conference decides on a course of 
action nothing can be said as to governmental} 
building activities in the Capital during the 
coming summer. They will not be as exten- 
sive as seemed probable a few days ago. 


DISPLAYING THE FLAG. 


Acting on complaints that the American flag 
was displayed at few if any local schools on 
Washington’s birthday, the Daughters of ths 
American. Revolution have prepared a. letter 
of protest to be forwarded to the school board 
requesting that in the future the flag be flown 
on all public holidays commemorative of patri- 
otic events. Visitors to the city were the first 
to notice the omission of February 22. 

It is a pity that a matter of this sort should 
have to be made the subject of public protest, 
for the flag should be inseparably a part of all 
school equipment, not only to be flown on 
patriotic holidays but on every otfrer day as 
well. To the vast majority of the ‘people the 
schools represent civic authority as much as 
any other institution. As such they should 
lead the way in all matters patriotic, particu- 
larly in the display of the national emblem. 
The school system is peculiarly American, and 
should be so identified. The flag should be 
raised each and every morning, weather per- 
mitting, and should fly in the breezes at least 
until school is dismissed. 


ARBORETUM AND BOTANIC GARDEN. 


One of the very last acts of Congress to re- 
ceive the approval of President Coolidge was 
that which authorizes the establishment of a 
national arboretum on Mount Hamilton, near 
the District-Maryland line. Like the Botanic 
garden transfer, which received executive ap- 
proval several weeks ago, no funds were pro- 
vided with which the object aimed at can 
be carried into effect. In the case of the 
authorized removal and extension of the Bo- 
tanic garden, funds were provided in the sec- 
ond deficiency bill. and it was expected that 
like action would be taken with reference to 
the arboretum. But this bill died in the fili- 
buster on the last day of the session. 

There will be no progress made during the 
summer toward the creation of an arboretum 
in the District, and nothing can be done in the 
way of buying the two squares to be purchased 
on which to reerect the Bartholdi statue and 
the conservatories of the Botanic garden. The 
latter project is safe, although the delay is un- 
fortunate. But already 10 per cent of the land 
which it was desired to purchase for the 
arboretum has been acquired by builders, and 
it is feared that the owners of the remaining 
acreage will endeavor to sell their holdings to 
other purchasers. The arboretum project, in 
that event, may never be carried out. 


REGULATING RADIO. 


In the closing hours of-the session the Sen- 
ate confirmed three of the members of the new- 
ly appointed radio control commission, and 
failed to act upon O. H. Caldwell, Republican, 
of New York, and H. A. Bellows, Democrat, of 
Minnesota, appointed for the five-year and 
three-year terms, respectively. In all probabil- 
ity the President now will make recess appoint- 
ments to complete the body. Should he not, 
however, the commission still can organize and 
function. 

Unfortunately the appropriation for the com- 
mission, contained in the second deficiency bill, 
failed of passage. The commission, therefore, 
has no funds and a considerable doubt has 
been raised as to how it can organize and func- 
tion. The Department of Commerce, however, 
undoubtedly will be able to furnish office room 
and supplies, and by stretching a point should 
be able to furnish stenographers and clerks, 
secure in the knowledge that the lack of funds 
was not intentional, and that reimbursement 
will be made by the next Congress) | 

No time should be lost in effecting the or- 
ganization. More than 725 stations are on 
the air at the present time, with only 89 avail- 

‘able-wave bands within the permitted limits 


for broadcasting. In addition to straighten- | 


ing out this tangle the commission must as-

must not be delayed. 


MR. SARGENT WANTS TO KNOW. 


The excessive liberality of a commissioner 
appointed by the court to assess the damage 
to a vessel that was in collision with one of the 
navy’s destroyers has led the Department of 
Justice to ask the Circuit Court of Appeals to 
review the findings of the commissioner and 
to reduce the award. From an outline of the 
brief prepared by the department it would ap- 
pear that the United States has a better case 
than usual. | 

In August, 1918, the collision between the 
destroyer Bell and a lighter named the Cor- 
nelia occurred in Boston harbor. The court of 
appeals for the first circuit, which embraces 
Massachusetts, to which the case was eventu- 
ally carried found that both vessels were 
equally blamable and therefore ordered that 
the damages be divided. The case went back to 
a commissioner for the purpose of assessing 
damages. It appears from the record that the 
owners abandoned the wreck soon after the 
collision took place and that they made no at- 
tempt to salvage their property. Subsequently 
the wreck was sold for $5,000, and subse- 
quently raised and resold at a substantial 
profit. The commissioner appointed by the 
court decided that the total damages should 
be appraised at $96,084 and that the owners 
of the Cornelia were entitled to recover 
$45,542, less the sum for which they sold the 
wreck, 

In view of the fact that the ownets them- 
selves testified that the value of the vessel was 
only $90,000, the Department of Justice very 
naturally desires to know just how the com- 
missioner reached the conclusion that the ship 
was worth $6,084 more than the owners 
claimed.

THE UTILITIES. COMMISSION. 


It is to be hoped that a way will be found 
to organize the new public utilities commission 
without undue delay. Because of the close 
scrutiny given the body by the Senate, cou- 
pled with the fact that the President studied 
the qualification of éach prospective ap- 
pointee critically before sending the names up 
for confirmation, it would seem that an ex- 
ceptionally capable body has been formed. 

At least five major proposals involving prac- 
tically all the local utility companies are pend- 
ing. Both gas companies are seeking higher 
valuations upon wirich they can base a plea 
for higher rates. The traction merger prob- 
lems are still unsolved, Congress having 
failed to enact a bill proposed by the old com- 
mission which would have forced the merger 
within two years. The District Supreme court 
recently cleared the way for a telephone com- 
pany rate hearing. The Washington Rapid 
Transit Co.’s ownership is still held illegal by 
the old commission, and the new body will 
have to solve this question as well as decide 


4 upon an appeal for a straight 10-cent fare. 


Finally, the Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. is about to seek a higher valuation. 

The new body, which has the indorsement 
and confidence of the general public, has the 
Opportunity to be of great.service to the Dis- 
trict. It should proceed slowly and cautiously, 
avoiding the pitfalls which surely wili de- 
velop, bearing in mind at all times that the 


public is watching its progress with intense 
interest. : 


STUDENT SUICIDES. 

The student suicide wave has struck lamen- 
tably close home. A Central High school boy 
has taken his own life in the presence of his 
playmates and in one of the corridors of the 
school. 

Many persons attribute the wave of student 
suicides to modern educational methods, 
claiming that young people are being taught 
subjects with which their immature intellect 
is unable to cope. There may be something 
to the theory, although in the final analysis 
teaching today is little different than it was 
five years ago, and the suicide tendency is a 
very recent development. Others deplore 
what has come to be known as the “‘looseness™ 
of youth, to which every unusual tendency is 
attributed. On the other hand, it does not 
seem that the girls and boys of this genera- 
tion are fundamentally different from those of 
the last. Prohibition, the movies, the teach- 
ing of evolution, after effects of the war, auto- 
mobiles—these and other factors are cited to 
account for the suicide wave: None of them, 
however, answers the question fully. 

The suicide rate among students is unques- 
tionably on the increase, and there must be an 
underlying reason. Possibly the cause may 
be no more fundamental than the age-old de- 
sire for notoriety, coupled with instinctive 
mimicry. One student committed suicide and 
the story was given wide circulation. Others, 
passing through the emotional and romantic 
stage did likewise. If this explanation holds 
good, the flurry will soon die away. It is a 


pity that something can not be done to hasten 
its demise. 


Reports from Caracas state that Admiral 
Charles F. Hughes, commander in chief of the 
American fleet, has been most cordially re- 
ceived by the President of Venezuela, and his.

CALLING THE DOCTOR. * 

Why do apparently intelligent per- 
sons, in need of medical assistance, 
prefer a quack to a reputable practi- 
tioner? asks the Terre Haute Tribune. 
The answer as pointed to by Dr. Ar- 
thur J. Cramp, an official of the 
American Medical Association, seems 
obvious. Quackery flourishes, chang- 
ing only in form, says Dr. Cramp, be- 
cause of ignorance. He adds that “it 
is a lack of knowledge rather than a 
lack of intelligence that breeds cred- 
ulity.” Ignorance is a part of the 
trouble, without question, but not all. 

The lure of the quack is like that 
of the fake promoter. Both make big 
promises. The prey of both is the ig- 
norant,. but not altogether the ignor- 
ant. There are some people who can't 
be satisfied with anything short of the 
miraculous, and never learn by expe- 
rience. Little can be done for them. 

Most. persons, however, desire the 
services of competent physicians, as 
competent lawyers, bankers or other 
business men. But how is the average 
individual to get the information he | 
needs to guide him? He is apt to ask 
a neighbor. But what does the neigh- 
bor really know? A medical man’s 
reputation counts in the long run. But 
for most persons this reputation is a 
vague and uncertain thing. 
If it is impracticable fof physicians 
to advertise their merits, because of 
the highiy personal character of the 
profession and the danger of misrepre- 
sentation, it still should prove possible 
to work out some method. by which 
the established standards of the pro- 
fession could be made known and the 
cooperation of the public enlisted to 
maintain them.

DR. WILFLEY TO SPEAK

Special Music to Be Provided 
on Opening Day and on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. 


The Rev. Earle Wilfley, pastor of 
Vermont Avenue Christian church, will 
be the speaker for the first three of 
the series of Lenten services which will 
be conducted by the Laymen’s Service 
Association of the Episcopal Church 


in the diocese of Washington, and the 
Washington Federation of Churches in 
Keith’s theater on week days during 
Lent. Dr. Wilfley will speak on Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday. 

For the ninth consecutive year noon- 
day Lenten services will be held in 
Keith’s theater every week day except 
Saturday, beginning on Monday and 
ending on April 14.. The services will 
begin at 12:30 o’clock and will last 30 
minutes. 

On the opening day and on Thursday 
of the first week, and hereafter on each 
Tuesday and Thursday; there will be 
special music which will begin five min- 
utes before the service. There will be 
no collection or other charge. The serv- 
ices are supported by the Laymen’s 
Service Association of the Episcopal 
Church. 


Services to Be Broadcast. 


By the courtesy of the Washington 
Radio Corporation all these services 
will be broadcast from station WRC. 
Experience has shown that a _ large 
number of people, especially in the ru- 
ral districts of Maryland and Virginia, 
listen in on these services. Reports 
have come from places as far away as 
Parkersburg, W. Va., and towns in 
Pennsylvania equally distant. Those in 
charge of the services consider this 
feature to be one of the most important 
results of the meetings. 

The conimittee in charge of the serv- 
ices, of which Dr. L. W. Glazebrook Is 
chairman, have decided that the 20 
minutes allowed each day to the speak- 
er is not sufficient time for the audi- 
ence to besome acquainted with his per- 
sonality, nor him to thoroughly develop 
his subject. 

It has therefore been decided that 
the first three days of each week one 
outstanding minister will be the speak- 
er with ample opportunity to cover 
thoroughly the message he has to de- 
liver. On Thursdays and Fridays the 
speaker will usually be a layman who 
can not give up the time to make more 
than one address. This rule will not 
be considered fixed and if circum- 
stances necessitate more than one 
speaker will be presented during the 
first part of the week.

Urges Council and Manager 
Plan at City Club 
Luncheon. 


The commission form of government 
in the District is a failure, and should 
be supplanted by the city council and 
city manager plan, Dr. Ellery G. Stowell, 
president of the Better Government 
league and professor of international 
law at American university, told the 
City club at luncheon yesterday. 

Dr. Stowell further asserted that the 
civil service commission is badly man- 
aged, and that employes of the bureau 
of efficiency spend most of their time 
“snooping” about government depart- 
ments. He declared that Herbert D. 
Brown, chief of the bureau of cffi- 
ciency, had obtained office through 2 
plot engineered by Senator Reed Smoot, 
of Utah. 

William G. Deming, president of the 
board of civil service commissioners, 
also a guest at the luncheon, answered 
the attack on the civil service conimis- 
sion, holding Dr. Stowell’s statements 

‘misleading and unfair.” H. J. Oden- 
thal, secretary of the club, defended 
the efficiency bureau, whose investiga- 
tions he said are made only at the re- 
quest of department heads. 4

VIOLINIST WINS APPLAUSE 


Mme Jeritza, prima donna soprano 
of the Metropolitan Opera company, 
was the musical magnet that drew 
an audience that filled Poli’s theater 
yesterday afternoon in one of the most 
notable concerts of a season of bril- 
liant musical events. Mme. Jeritza 
appeared under the local management 
of Mrs. Wilson-Greene. 

The gracious personality and beauty 
of the prima donna and her dramatic 
ability gave additional distinction to 
@ program admirably sung. Her vocal 
eAse was apparent at all times and the 
marvelous range of her golden-toned 
voice was exemplified in the numbers 
selected for her concert. They dis- 
played every beauty of her voice, its 
glorious soaring quality in the alti- 
tudes of the soprano range and the 
mellow velvety softness of her middle 
voice, unusually round and full for 
a coloratura soprano, while her deep 
tones were worthy of a premiere con- 
tralto. 

The assisting artists were Maximilian 
Rose, violinist, and Emil Polak: Mr. 
Rose’s tone was lovely and his phras- 
ing and technique artistic. The au- 
dience was enthusiastic over'his play- 
ing and particularly applauded the 
“Rondo,” by Mozart-Kreisler, with a 
wonderful cadenza beautifully handled 
and a group of Hungarian airs by Ernst, 
delicate and charming in their appeal. 
Mr. Polak deserves high praise for 
his artistic accompaniment of Mme. 
Jeritza in her songs, never obscuring 
the singer but always a support and 
@ background for her vocal pyro- 
technics. 

Mme. Jeritza chose for her first num- 
ber the famous aria, “Il est doux, il est 
bon,” from Massenet’s. “Herodiade.” It 
proved a happy choice of a véhicle for 
her art and she won spontaneous ap- 
plause from an enthusiastic audience. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink might have 
trembled for her laurels in regard to 
one of her favorite songs had she heard 
Mme. Jeritza sing Franz Schubert’s 
“Erlkonig’” with all the passionate 
abandon of melody that has distin- 
guished the veteran contralto’s rendi- 
tion of this great dramatic ballad. But, 
as Mme. Schumann-Heink would have 
said, “There was glory enough for all,” 
and yesterday's singer read new beauty 
into it without being too reminiscent 
of the elder mistress of song. 

A simple group of songs effectively 
done followed the intermission and in- 
cluded “Infidelite,” by Reynaldo Hahn; 
“Au Pays,” by Augusta Holmes; 
“Trees,” by Oscar Rasbach, and “Spring 
Dropped a Song Into My Heart,” by 
Beatrice Fenner. 

Mme. Jeritza concluded her program 
with a masterly singing of the Aria “In 
Questa Reggia,” from “Turandot,” by 
Puccini.

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NOTHER error must be reported, 
A but this time a typographical one. 

In the recipe for apple chutney on 
Thursday, mustard seed was given 
twice. The first lire of the recipe 
should read 6 pounds of apples that are 
firm rather than 6 ounces mustard 
secd. I feel quite sure that any one 
attempting to use the recipe would 
have been at once aware of the absence 
of apples. One reader spoke of the 
error when we were talking over the 
telephone. But I hope sincerely that 
there has been no difficulty experienced 
by any one through the “too-much 
mustard!” 


A few days ago a reader sent to me a 
recipe that she had picked up on the 
floor of the cooking school. It is writ- 
ten on a slip of white card and is a 
recipe for Russian dressing. The reader 
who sent it to me felt that possibly 
the lady who lost it would wish very 
much to have it. Therefore, since I 
can not reach the owner of the card 
without her name, I shall print it here 
and hope that the information reaches 
the right party. 

Russian Dressing. 

1 cup mayonnaise. 

1, cup chill sauce. 

1 boiled egg chopped. 

14, cup boiled beets chopped. 

1 taplespoon parsley chopped. 

1 teaspoon onion juice or grated or 
minced onion. 


A number of cards have recently 
been sent out from the studio to 
readers wishing the address of the 
farmer who makes the maple cream.

the only way of reaching these readers 
of which I know, and hope it reaches 
all of them. 


I am not just sure, Mrs. Kosack, that 
your cakes prove to be “not any good”’ 
only because you do not succeed in 
getting the butter soft enough in your 
process of creaming. But I should 
Suggest to you that if you have any 
doubts in the matter, you cream the 
butter with your hand first, until it 
is of a soft light substance, and then 
that you cream in the sugar gradually, 
still with your hand and work the 
whole mass thoroughly before remov- 
ing your hand to go about adding the 
rest of the ingredients with the aid 
of a wooden spoon. We may not all 
agree with this method of creaming, 
and yet, many of the very finest cooks 
in the country find that this method 
and none other is the path to per- 
fection in cake making. It is true that 
with modern methods we preach 
proper utensils and much on the sub- 
ject of sanitary methods. ‘And prob- 
ably any objection would be one ques- 
tioning the cleanliness of the method 
But the hand may be made quite as 
clean as any implement, and the na- 
tural warmth of the hand makes the 
~creaming process quicker and easier. 
New methods, as new laws, need not 
exclude the old ones, and certainly 
no rule can be made that has no ex- 
ception. 


And now before the menu of the day 
I have one more thing that I wish to 
take up. It is the waffle party. I 
think, since we shall have to have at 
least’ five such parties to take care of 
the numbers of ladies who wish to 
come that we shall combine the two, 
doing the waffles and the pie crust 
th same day, as ten separate affairs 
stems to me ‘to be something of an 
undertaking. I plan that the first of 
these affairs will take place on Monday, 
March 14. The date will be announced 
on the card that is to be presented at 
the studio the day of the occasion. 
And because of the great numbers we 
are obliged to say that for these partic- 
ular occasions at least the books are 
closed. Had we but a little more room 
we should like to invite the entire 
community, but as it is I fear our 
numbers will have to be in a measure 
limited.

Chicken Casserole. : 


Fry one chicken (weighing 4 or 5 
pounds), which has been cut in pieces. 
Fry until the chicken is a deep golden 
brown with sufficient bacon drippings 
or butter in the pan to keep the meat 
from scorching. It is well to roll the 
chicken in flour to which salt and pep- 
per have been added. Remove the 
chicken from the frying pan to a bak- 
ing dish that -can be closely covered 
and place over the meat a cup of diced 
celery, one minced pimento, one chopped 
green pepper and one onion and one 
carrot cut in small pieces. Add salt 
and pepper to the whole and cover with 
water that has been added to the fry- 
ing pan first to pick up the bits of 
browned material and thus give color 
and flavor to the liquid in which the 
meat ts to be cooked. Cover closely 
and place in the oven for an hour and 
a half or two hours or until the chicken 
is thoroughly tender. Remove to a hot 
platter and surround with rice cooked 
in the usual fashion of boiling and 
then turning into a colander and dous- 
ing with cold water to remove the 
sticky substance. 


Zwieback Nut Cake. 


(This was one of the recipes that 
won a prize at the time of one of our 
early contests.) 

1 cup sugar, 4 eggs, 1 cup grated 
zwieback, 1 cup chopped walnuts, % 
teaspoon vanilla, % teaspoon baking 
powder, 14 pint double cream. Beat the 
yolks of the eggs well into the sugar 
and add the zwieback, walnuts and 
baking powder. Lastly fold in the 
stiffly beaten whites of the egg and 
add the vanilla. Bake in two small 
layers in a moderate oven. To serve 
spread whipped cream between layers 
of the cake and sprinkle the top with 
finely chopped nuts. 

On Monday we without doubt will 
have something left of the chicken, and 
it will have jelled if left in the ice box 
with the liquor in which it was cooked 
with the chicken meat. If this is the case 
it is nice to serve the meat in the 
jelled state and serve with it either a 
hot dish of baked macaroni with cheese 
or a creamed dish. In addition to these 
suggestions I am going to give a menu 
that can be used on Monday if a roast 
was used Sunday rather than a chicken 
casserole dish. - 

MENU. 


Cream of Tomato Soup 
Celery Pickled Onions 
Nested Beef 
Chilled Asparagus Salad 
Graham Muffins 
Apple Snow Hot Cocoa 


Nested Beef. 


Grind the remnants of a beef roast. 
There must be at least two cups when 
ground. Bind together with a table- 
spoon of flour mixed with a very 
slightly beaten egg. Add salt and pep- 
per and one onion finely chopped. 
Make a mound of hot cooked rice down 
the center of a warmed platter. Make 
the meat mixture up into small round 
balls not more than an inch through 
and fry in a little butter. Heat a can 
of tomato soup and add a bit of butter 
and a teaspoon of Worcestershire sauce. 
Add also a few drops of tobasco and a 
teaspoonful of horse radish. On the 
mound of rice place hard boiled eggs 
that have been cut in quarters and 
below the eggs place the balls of meat. 
Pour the sauce over the whole and gar- 
nish with parsley.

ANXIETY VS. HOPE DURING ILLNESS. 


HE author of “This. Religion” 
postulates fear as the underlying 
basis of all religion. It was fear 
that caused society to begin. Fear 
caused the wild, animal man to begin 
associating in packs or groups. Recogni- 
tion of his weakness and his fear of 
things stronger than himself and which 
he could not fathom caused him to 
evolve religious beliefs and customs 
based thereon. As hearose in the social 
scale he overcame his Old fears and dis- 
carded his old religions. But new fears 
took the place of the old and new re- 
ligions were created to fit the new fears. 
In the history of man there have been 
& multitude of religions proposed, but 
none have made any headway except 
those built around two emotions—fear 
and its kinsman, hope. Some have had 
the first of these as the major motive 
from their beginnings to their endings. 
Every religion has evolved, has changed 
to fit the changing needs of those it 
served. The general trend of this evo- 
lution has usually been toward putting 
fear somewhat in the background and 
putting hope toward the fore. 

There is no question but that fear 
and hope are important motives in all 
religions. Every one will agree to that. 
The only disagreemént will be as to 
the relative importance of these mo- 
tives as compared with the other \basic 
qualities. 


There is a general agreement that 
fear and hope are important attributes 
of medicine. Fear is in part responsible 
for disease and hope is in part respon- 
sible for its cure.-The only disagree- 
ment is as to the relative importance 
of these motives as compared with other 
That prolonged, paralyzing fear, | 
better called fright, can produce great 
physiologic changes is agreed. I think 
most students will agree that this type 
of fear can determine some infections 
and even some organic diseases of body, 
as well as mind. 


That profound, exalting hope and 
faith can cause physiologic changes 
and even cure diseases in a way that 
borders on the miraculous would prob- 
ably also be agreed to. 

The disagreements come when we 
reach the field of the power of mild 
fears, such as worries and anxieties to 
cause organic—physical, as distin- 
guished from mental—disease and of 
mild, warming hope to do more than 
contribute moderately to the cure of 
organic physical disease. 
I have heard: our health officer attri- 
bute much of the flu of 1918 to anxiety. 
He classed it with other infections 
which he thought were determined by 
anxiety. As to that I am sure most 
physicians and most health officers 
would disagree.

feet long and was built in 1919. She is 
owned by Ybarra & Co., and her port 
of registry is Sevillé, Spain. 

Orleans, Mass., March 4 (By A. P.).— 
Two members of the crew of the Nova 
Scotia schooner Montclair are known to 
have lost their lives when the vessel 
was wrecked on a bar off here today. 
Two were rescued. The other three 
were seen clinging to bundles of laths 
from. the schooner’s cargo after the 
vessel broke up but later disappeared, 
and it is feared they were drowned. 

Those drowned are believed to include 
Capt. William McLeod, of Paraboro, 
Nova Scotia. All of the crew were from 
Canada or Newfoundland. 

Thé schooner, which had driven on 


a bar a mile off shore in the early 
morning, was for hours beyond the 
reach of the coast guardsmen. No hoat 
could livé in the sea, and the beach 
guns could not match that range. 
Then the rising tide lifted the crip- 
pled craft over the bar and drove her 
in toward the beach. One hundred 
yards from shore, she struck again. The 
coast guardsmen shot a line aboard. 
The first to come ashore was Garland 
Short. Back went the breeches through 
the. surf to the side of the stricken 
vessel .and Mason Bagg stepped into 
safety. 
He was little more than half way to 
shore when the three masts toppled 
and the Montclair broke up rapidly. 
Bagg received a ducking, but was haul- 
ed out safe. Two men were lost at 
once in the breaking up. 
Some of the deck cargo of laths had 
been tied together by the men and 
the three others of the crew of seven 
clung to this fragile raft. They were 
swept rapidly along the shore, the coast 
guardsmen following and waiting for 
an opportunity to reach them. They 
later disappeared, however. 
New York, March 4 (By A. P.).—The 
first of the New York-bound vessels to 
arrive after passing through the dis- 
turbance on the Atlantic coast Wed- 
nesday, put in today with forward sky- 
lights on the starboard smashed and 
seven cabins water soaked. 
The vessel was the Munargo, of the 
Munson Line, whose captain, Thomas 
Simmons, reported having encountered 
40-foot waves and 90-mile winds.
